Medieval Treasures from Minster Cathedral ,21)

Gold and silver reliquaries, jeweled crosses, liturgical garments and illuminated manuscripts are 
among the rare treasures kept in the Cathedral of Saint Paul at Munster, in northwestern Germany. 
Many of Munster’s reliquaries were permanently displayed on the altar, while others were brought out 
only during liturgical celebrations. Medieval Treasures includes eight of these sumptuous reliquaries.
